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For nearly 20 years the murder of Stephen Lawrence 
has featured heavily on our television sets and in our 
newspapers. 


This one crime — which happened two decades ago — 
has been elevated far and above other racist attacks, 
the majority of which are against native British 
people, not ethnic minorities. 


It is becoming more obvious that white British victims 
of racism DO NOT COUNT - our politicians and 
the media treat us like second class citizens! 


When a racist attack (or murder) takes place against a 
member of an ethnic minority, it triggers a national 
political and media frenzy. 


When a native British person is subjected to a racist 
attack or murder it is ignored, sidelined or treated 
with contempt by the media. 


For example, Charlene Downes (top) was murdered 
by a gang of Muslims, but this crime was ignored by 
the media, as was Danny O’Shea (middle) and Kriss 
Donald (bottom) both of whom were murdered by 
gangs of racist blacks or Asians.
